REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 27-40, 50 and 52-64 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 27 has been amended to recite at least one translucent turret sealed 
against the interior of the shell at a respective at least one fixed location, and the shell 
including at least one lead-through, wherein each said at least one lead-through is 
disposed at a respective one of the at least one fixed location, and at least one 
projection device is arranged in the respective at least one turret such that the 
projection device can be installed within and removed from the turret from outside the 
shell through the lead-through. These limitations are not disclosed or suggested by the 
prior of record. 

Claims 28-40 and 50 are dependent on claim 27. 

Claim 52 has been amended to recite the at least one projection device is 
arranged against an inside surface of the shell at a lead-through through the shell, such 
that the at least one projection device can be installed within and removed from the 
shell from outside of the shell through the lead-through, which are not disclosed or 
suggested by the prior of record. 

Claims 53-64 are dependent on claim 52.
